Much Sought Veteran is 


Located Here 


The police have succeeded in locat- 


ing Sergeant Andrew O'Keefe who for 
the past few weeks hna been much 
sought after 
by his 
brother, 
John 


O'Keefe of Irlshtown. Athlone, Ireland, 
by United States Pension Commission- 
er Ware and Past Commander Ebea 
C. Chase of Captain 
Joseph 
Fres- 


chi Post, G. A. R., of Manchester, N. 
U. The sergeant had not beert heard, 
from by his relatives since 1900. 


The sergeant is alive and well and 


resides on French street, being em- 
ployed at present in a local,poolroom. 


Some years ago he received a legacy 


while residing temporarily in Ireland 
and from that lime up to now his 
brother had not heard from him. 


The search for the missing man was 
started about a month ago by U. S. 
Pension Commissioner Ware, who on 
receiving- a letter from Ireland rela- 
tive to the whereabouts of O'Keefe, 
made every effort to locate him. The 
commissioner learned that he had been 
in Manchester. N. II., some few years 
ago and accordingly 
wrote 
to 
the 


brother in Ireland that perhaps Ehen 
C. Chase, past commander of Joseph, 
Freschi Post, G. A. R., might be able 
to 
locate the man. 
Accordingly the 


brother, John O'Krefe in Ireland, wrote 
a letter to Mr. Chase. 


The newspaper 
clippings 
enclosed 


with the letter 
speak 
of 
Sergeant 


O'Keefe in a most complimentary man- 
ner. 
One is ns follows: "Fort Inde- 


pendence stood practically vacant for 
many years. Before the 
islnnd 
was 


connected with the main land at City- 
Point and was thrown open by the gov- 
ernment for a public park, an army 
sergeant wns keot there to take care of 
the fort and puch government property 
as was kept on the island and this was 
the position held bv Sergeant O'Keefe. 
Up to the time of his retirement on 
pension it was a position of trust and 
responsibility that wns only given to 
soldiers of long service and first class 
record." 


One clipping from Iho Boston Her- 


ald contains (he following: "Sergeant 
O'Keefe has hold this position 
since 


the retirement of Sergeant 
^Tagiiim, 


about three years ngo. and during that 
time both he and his wife have won 
the respect and good will of all the 
people who have visited the fort. Thn 
excellent care he has taken of the fort 
and its surroundings show that thero 
could be no worthier incumbent of the 
modest office he holds. 


"The sergeant enlisted in 1SG2 and 


served through the war. He was tak- 
en prisoner 
and 
served 
over 
four 


months In Andersonville 
prison. His 


narratives of episodes In his life, no- 
tably in connection with the 
Fenian 


movements of 1S6T, are interesting to 
the extreme." 


Another clipplnpr describes the rescue 


or four young men 
from 
drowning.. 


They were In a pinking boat a half 
mile from shore, but Sergeant O'Keefe 
went to their nkl and saved all four of 
them under great difficulties and at the 
risk of liis own lifer 


The last letter received by his broth- 


er in Ireland was written from Man- 
chester.

The disaster on the battleship Missouri wns more dreadful In the number 


of fntalllles than was the explosion of Ihe United States Cartridge company 
in Tewksbury last July. 


How the explosion occurred is not known, but the cause will be rigorous- 


ly investigated in order to prevent a recurrence and to lind If possible who 
was responsible. But it is probable that the parly responsible Is numbered 
with the victims of the accident. So far as can be surmised al the present, 
the accident occurred durinc practice at a lime when the gunners may have 
been testing their capacity In rapid fire action. 


In all probability a portion of the previous shot remained In the gun 


vmcxploi'.ed or else a spark from an unexpected source caught the powder and 
caused the explosion. 


The calamity has brought sorrow to many homes, and while it will be 


regarded as an accident. H did not occur without cause. Somebody blunder- 
ed, and the accident may be due indirer.tly to lack "f proper supervision. 
The several accidents which have occurred to the Missouri 
would 
Indicate 


that there is some dellclency in the supervising authority in charge of the 
ship. 


It is high time the navy department ndnntetl measures to prevent these 


unnecessary accidents which occur from lime to time during naval prac- 
tice. The blundering In small things In time

in 


calamities such as those which have befallen Hussia in the loss of the 
battleship Pctropavlosk, 800 men and the bravest Russian admiral.

features of that vessel's destruction. 
This version is as follows: 


Re tiring before the advance 
of a 


superior Japanese fleet which was not 
flg-hting 
its 
progress, 
the 
Russian 


squadron approached the entrance to 
the harbor, it w:is shortly after S 
o'clock In the morning anrl most of lh*» 
officers anri members of the crew were 
at breajtfnst on the flagship. Vice Ad- 
miral Mnkaroff was eating1 breakfast 
in his cabin and the wardroom 
wan 


crowded with officers surrounding the 
tables. On thu bridge. 
Grand 
Duke 


Cyril, his friend, Lieut. 
Von 
Kobe, 


Capt. Jakopleff. commanding tho ves- 
sel, and two other officers were on the 


watch examining the narrow entrance, 
preparatory lo entering it. 


At about 8.30 o'clock there wits n 


terrific explosion of the boilers, 
fol- 


lowed a few seconds later by ll deto- 
imtiun from the well stored magazines. 


Huge KUPB \voro torn in the hull oT 


tin- ship and the water rushed in. Tim 
centre of gravity having gone, the shin 
rolled on her Hide and sank. 


All information tends to prove Ihilt 


a mine \viix responsible for the clealrui-- 
tion of Hie 1'elropiivlovak. 
The suane below will never bo de- 


scribed, 
fiH, so far as known, not a 
single person between decks succeeded 
in 
escaping. The hot steam 
which 


scalded the men on deck indicated what 
must have been the character of the 
death met by those in the engine room. 
The men on deck were thrown In all 
directions, those railing into tho water 
swimming and grasping the wreckage 
vomited up in the vortex which caused 
tile sinking of the ship. 


The remainder of the squadron Im- 


mediately stopped and lowi-red small 
boats, and the torpedo boats steamed 
as quickly as possible to the rescue of 
the survivors. 


The escape of Grand Duke Cyril and 


Lieut. Von Kobe was nothing short of 
miraculous. The force of the explosion 
sent the Grand Duke Cyril flying across 
the bridge and the base of his skull 
struck on an iron stanchion. Fortu- 
nately he did not lose consciousness. 
Believing that the ship was about to 
sink, he clambered hastily down it* 
side and boldly plunged into the water. 
He succeeded in reaching a piece of 
wreckage to which 
he 
clung. 
The 


grand duke was In the water 
about 


twenty minutes before he was picked 
up by a torpedo boat. Lieut. Von Kobe 
was also found swimming and was 
picked 
up. 
Captain 
Jakopleff 
was 


thrown against a stanchion with such 
force that he was killed. 


Tho exact number of Vice Admiral 


Miikn-roft's slaff on board the Petro- 
pavlovsk when she sank. Is not known, 
but it is thought by the admiralty to 
be probably 15 or 16.

There Is a disposition, however, lo 
raise a controversy as to whether the 
explosion occurred inside or

the battleship, similar to the contro- 
versy which followed the destruction 
of the United States battleship Maine 
in Havana harbor..

that 
many of the wounded, including Grand 
Duke Cyril, were badly burned, seemed 
to support the theory of an internal 
explosion. 


The first despatch 
received 
from 


Renr Admiral Grigrovltch. command- 
ant at Port Arthur, distinctly stilted 
that the ship struck a mine, but Ite.-ir 
Admiral Oulctomsky'fl telegnmi ycs- 
terdny refers only to an explosion. 


Orand Duke Bnris, who 
witnessed 


tho disaster from Golden Hill, in a 
telegrnni to his father, Grand Duke 
Vladimir, described how the ship lift- 
ed, at the name time being enveloped 
In flame ami smoke, and then turned 
turtle and sank in two and a half min- 
utes. The awful horror of the catas- 
trophe can mentally be reconstructed 
from the brief description contained in 
this telegranC 
Firty-five officers and men perished

So far as can be surmlFed at the present, 
the. accident occurred (luring practice at a time when the gunners may have 
been testing their capacity in rapid lire action. 


In all probability a portion of the previous Phot remained in tho gun 


unexploded or else a spark from an unexpected soun-e canght the powder and 
caused the explosion. 


The calamity has brought sorrow to many homes, and while it will bo 


regarded as an accident, it did not occur without (-anse. Smiii'body blunder- 
ed, and the accident may be due indirectly to lack uf prop.'r supervision. 
The several accidents which have occurred to tho Missouri would 
indtnue 


that there Is some deliclency in the supervising authority in <-harj;e of the 
ship. 


It is high time the navy department adopted measures to prevent these 


unnecessary accidents which occur from time to time during naval prac- 
tice. The blundering in small things in time of
